And What Have You

Because this is Thanksgiving week 
I 
am 
borrowing 
Cong. 
Omar 
Burleson’s newsletter for this space 
this week. Doing so serves two pur­ 
poses, first it has some good thoughts 
for this Thanksgiving season and 
second fills up this space. With the 
paper coming out a day early I seem 
to have lost the day that I normally 
write this column. 
The following is a “rerun” from 
November 23,1967. The thoughts then 
are no different now. 
In spite of our individual concerns, 
disappointments and frustrations, as 
a people we have more reason to be 
thankful than any Nation in existence 
now or in the past. We can be thankful 
that we have lessons of the past to 
guide us in the future, if we will but 
heed them. It says in the 14th verse of 
the 7th Chapter of II Chronicles, “If 
my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 
We are the greatest nation the 
world has ever known but there are 
troubled clouds hanging over the 
horizon. 
We do not know what the future 
holds but. we know who holds the 
future. 
The coming of the Pilgrims to the 
New England coast in 1620 forms a 
glamorous chapter in American 
history, although it marked the first 
socialist settlement in America. 
Little noticed, and more often 
ignored, is that this experiment in 
socialism failed within three years, 
and for their very 
survival, the 
Pilgrims had to turn to what we know 
as the free enterprise system. This 
valuable lesson 
should be more 
emphasized in all places when we pay 
tribute to these sturdy people who 
were seeking new freedoms. 
Before landing, the Pilgrims en­ 
tered into what we know as the 
Mayflower Compact. Under this 
agreement, Plymouth was set up as a 
share-the-wealth community. Nobody 
owned anything. Whatever was 
produced belonged to the community 
as a whole. They called this system 
“the commone course and condition.” 
They lived under this system from the 
desperate, disease-ridden first winter 
of 1620-21 until the hungry spring of 
1623. Then they changed to private 
enterprise. Why? The answer is 
written by William Bradford, one of 
the leading original Pilgrims and 
second Governor of Plymouth Colony, 
entitled, “Of Plimoth Plantation.” 
The Pilgrims were not long under 
this “commone course and con­ 
dition,” writes Bradford, until it “was 
found to breed much confusion & 
discontent, & ritard imployment that 
would have been to their benefite and 
comforte. For the young men that 
were most able and fitte for labor and 
service did repine that they should 
spend their time & strength to worke 
for other mens wives and children, 
without 
any 
recompense. 
The 
strong...had no more in devision of 
victails & cloaths than he that was 
weake.... 
“Upon the poynte all being to have 
alike, and all to doe alike, they 
thought themselves in the like con­ 
dition, and one as good as another. 
And so, if it did not cut off these 
relations that God hath set amongst 
men, yet it did at least much diminish 
and take of the mutuall respects that 
should be preserved amongst them.” 
Instead of a Thanksgiving Feast in 
the fall of 1622, there was literal 
starvation and hopelessly low morale. 
“So they begane to thinke how they 
might raise as much come as they 
could...that they might not still thus 
languish in misere. At last, after 
much debate of things, the governor 
gave way that they should set come 
every man 
for his own 
per-

AUSTIN — Almost 100,000 
state employees and 140,000 
school teachers will get the pay 
raises the Legislature voted for 
them — effective November 14. 
President Nixon’s Pay Board 
and the Cost of Living Council 
notified state officials all wage, 
salary and other benefit in­ 
creases provided in the 1971-72 
state appropriations act will be 
permitted on end of Phase I of 
the president’s wage-price 
freeze. 
For most state employees, the 
6.8 percent increase they ex­ 
pected to get September I will 
reach them on a supplemental 
payroll for the November 14- 
November 30 period. 
Teachers will receive a five 
percent per year boost in line 
with a 1969 long-term com­ 
pensation plan approved by the 
Legislature. 
State employees and teachers 
lost about $19 million of their 
scheduled 
raises 
between 
September I (start of the state’s 
fiscal year) and November 14, 
date of the un-thawing. 
They continued to Sweat out 
federal agency rulings as to 
whether their benefits could be 
made retroactive because they 
actually were ordered by state 
lawmakers before the August 
freeze order.

Commissioner 
of 
Education J. W. Edgar notified 
local school districts that 
compensation benefits such as

Dr. John Carew, head of horticulture at Michigan State University, 
first published this poem in the American Fruit Grower. 


In the beginning

He does indeed. Parallel to the 
right of self defense is the right 
to defend the members of one’s 
family, with force if need be. 
This doctrine goes all the way 
back to the days of feudalism, 
when the master of the house­ 
hold was legally entitled to pro­ 
tect his family from attack. 
But in such situations, there is 
always the chance of escalating 
the violence. Therefore, the law 
places careful limits on this right 
of family defense. 
1) The force used must not be 
excessive. For example: 
A father found his son in­ 
volved in a fracas with the man 
next door. Rushing to the rescue, 
he knocked the man unconscious 
with a mighty blow on the head. 
Then he followed up with a swift 
kick in the abdomen. 
For the resulting internal in­ 
juries, the father was duly held 
liable in court. The right to de­ 
fend his son, said the court,-did 
not include the right to kick 
someone who was lying on the 
ground unconscious. 
2) The force must be used 
only to defend, not to “get even." 
In another case, a father found 
out that a certain teacher had 
slapped his son in class. Days 
later, meeting the teacher on the 
sidewalk, he punched him in the 
nose. 
Could the father be held liable? 
Again, yes. The court said that 
since the boy was in no danger 
at the time of the punch, the 
father’s action could not fairly 
be called defensive. 
3) Many courts add that the 
father’s right to use force is no 
greater than the child’s. Thus: 
A belligerent teen-ager delib­ 
erately picked a fight with an­ 
other youth. But by the time his 
father came along, he was al-

Neisda Philosopher Wonts President to 


Establish New Pest—Secretory of Recall 


Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his Johnson 
grass farm on Route One 
has become aware of how 
many items are being 
recalled these days, his 
letter this week indicates. 


Dear editar: 
When I read a newspaper last 
night that 87 tons of cornbread 
mix had been recalled by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
because it contained too much 
of something call aflatoxin, I 
began turning over in my mind 
the things I can think of that 
have been recalled in recent 
months. 
These included soup, tuna, 
detergents, swordfish, cereals, 
lipstick, 
toys, 
airplanes, 
automobiles 
and 
a 
few 
diplomats. There may have 
been others that escaped me but 
this gives you an idea of how the 
recall business is booming. 
If it keeps up the President 
may have to establish a new 
cabinet position to be known as 
Secretary of Recall. 
Several columnists 
have 
suggested that it would be 


simpler to check foods before 
they leave the plant, rather than 
waiting till they get on the 
grocery store shelves, but this 
takes all the drama out of it. 
There’s no news value in corn­ 
bread suppressed, but corn­ 
bread 
recalled, 
th a t’s 
a 
headliner. 


If the President does establish 
a Secretary of Recall I can 
foresee many opportunities for 
the office other than those in­ 
volving foods, cars, and such 
like.

And What Have You

Because this is Thanksgiving week 
I 
am 
borrowing 
Cong. 
Omar 
Burleson’s newsletter for this space 
this week. Doing so serves two pur­ 
poses, first it has some good thoughts 
for this Thanksgiving season and 
second fills up this space. With the 
paper coming out a day early I seem 
to have lost the day that I normally 
write this column. 
The following is a “rerun” from 
November 23,1967. The thoughts then 
are no different now. 
In spite of our individual concerns, 
disappointments and frustrations, as 
a people we have more reason to be 
thankful than any Nation in existence 
now or in the past. We can be thankful 
that we have lessons of the past to 
guide us in the future, if we will but 
heed them. It says in the 14th verse of 
the 7th Chapter of II Chronicles, “If 
my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 
We are the greatest nation the 
world has ever known but there are 
troubled clouds hanging over the 
horizon. 
We do not know what the future 
holds but. we know who holds the 
future. 
The coming of the Pilgrims to the 
New England coast in 1620 forms a 
glamorous chapter in American 
history, although it marked the first 
socialist settlement in America. 
Little noticed, and more often 
ignored, is that this experiment in 
socialism failed within three years, 
and for their very 
survival, the 
Pilgrims had to turn to what we know 
as the free enterprise system. This 
valuable lesson 
should be more 
emphasized in all places when we pay 
tribute to these sturdy people who 
were seeking new freedoms. 
Before landing, the Pilgrims en­ 
tered into what we know as the 
Mayflower Compact. Under this 
agreement, Plymouth was set up as a 
share-the-wealth community. Nobody 
owned anything. Whatever was 
produced belonged to the community 
as a whole. They called this system 
“the commone course and condition.” 
They lived under this system from the 
desperate, disease-ridden first winter 
of 1620-21 until the hungry spring of 
1623. Then they changed to private 
enterprise. Why? 
The answer is 
written by William Bradford, one of 
the leading original Pilgrims and 
second Governor of Plymouth Colony, 
entitled, “Of Plimoth Plantation.” 
The Pilgrims were not long under 
this “commone course and con­ 
dition,” writes Bradford, until it “was 
found to breed much confusion & 
discontent, & ritard imployment that 
would have been to their benefite and 
comforte. For the young men that 
were most able and fitte for labor and 
service did repine that they should 
spend their time & strength to worke 
for other mens wives and children, 
without 
any 
recompense. 
The 
strong...had no more in devision of 
victails & cloaths than he that was 
weake.... 
“Upon the poynte all being to have 
alike, and all to doe alike, they 
thought themselves in the like con­ 
dition, and one as good as another. 
And so, if it did not cut off these 
relations that God hath set amongst 
men, yet it did at least much diminish 
and take of the mutuall respects that 
should be preserved amongst them.” 
Instead of a Thanksgiving Feast in 
the fall of 1622, there was literal 
starvation and hopelessly low morale. 
“So they begane to thinke how they 
might raise as much come as they 
could...that they might not still thus 
languish in misere. At last, after 
much debate of things, the governor 
gave way that they should set come 
every man 
for 
his 
own

President Nixon’s Pay Board 
and the Cost of Living Council 
notified state officials all wage, 
salary and other benefit in­ 
creases provided in the 1971-72 
state appropriations act will be 
permitted on end of Phase I of 
the president’s wage-price 
freeze. 
For most state employees, the 
6.8 percent increase they ex­ 
pected to get September I will 
reach them on a supplemental 
payroll for the November 14- 
November 30 period. 
Teachers will receive a five 
percent per year boost in line 
with a 1969 long-term com­ 
pensation plan approved by the 
Legislature. 
State employees and teachers

Dr. John Carew, head of horticulture at Michigan State University, 
first published this poem in the American Fruit Grower. 


In the beginning 
There was Earth, beautiful and wild; 
And then man came to dwell. 
At first, he lived like other animals 
Feeding himself on creatures and plants around him. 
And this was called IN BALANCE WITH NATURE. 
Soon man multiplied. 
He grew tired of ceaseless hunting for food; 
He built homes and villages. 
Wild plants and animals were domesticated. 
Some men became Farmers so that others might become In 
dustrialists, Artists, or Doctors. 
And this was called Society. 
Man and Society progressed. 
With his God-given ingenuity, man learned to feed, clothe, protect, 
and transport himself more efficienUy so he might enjoy Life. 
He built cars, houses on top of each other, and nylon. 
And life was more enjoyable. 
The men called Farmers became efficient. 
A single farmer grew food for 41 Industrialists, Artists and Doctors, 
And Writers, Engineers, and Teachers, as well.

Father to the Rescue 


Suppose a man sees his son 
being beaten up by the neighbor­ 
hood bully. Does he have a legal 
right to use force in his son’s 
defense?

He does indeed. Parallel to the 
right of self defense is the right 
to defend the members o f one’s 
fam ily, with force if need be. 
This doctrine goes all the way 
back to the days of feudalism, 
when the master of the house­ 
hold was legally entitled to pro­ 
tect his family from attack. 
But in such situations, there is 
always the chance of escalating 
the violence. Therefore, the law 
places careful limits on this right 
of fam ily defense. 
1) The force used must not be 
excessive. For example: 
A father found his son in­ 
volved in a fracas with the man 
next door. Rushing to the rescue, 
he knocked the man unconscious 
with a mighty blow on the head. 
Then he followed up with a swift 
kick in the abdomen. 
For the resulting internal in­ 
juries, the father was duly held 
liable in court. The right to de­ 
fend his son, said the court, did 
not 
include the right 
to kick 
som eone who was lying on the 
ground unconscious. 
2 ) The force must be used 
only to defend, not to “get even.” 
In another case, a father found 
out that a certain teacher had 
slapped his son in class. Days 
later, meeting the teacher on the 
sidewalk, he punched him in the 
nose. 
Could the father be held liable? 
Again, yes. The court said that 
since the boy was in no danger 
at the time of the punch, the 
father’s action could not fairly 
be called defensive. 
3) Many courts add that the 
father’s right to use force is no 
greater than the child’s. Thus: 
A belligerent teen-ager delib­ 
erately picked a fight with an­ 
other youth. But by the time his 
father came along, he was al­ 


ready getting the worst of it. The 
father promptly slugged the other 
boy with a rock. 
Sued later for damages, the 
father claimed he had acted to 
protect his son. But the court 
held 
him 
liable 
anyhow. The 
court said that, in terms of the 
right to use force, he “stood in 
his son’s shoes”— that is, in the 
shoes of the aggressor.
